Description of a human sacrifice in Ben- 
al— 

Yesterday morning, (June 15, 1828,) 
I went to Khnalee Ghaut in order to wit- 
ness this spectacle. On my arrival at the 
spot, the corpse was so offensivethat it 
was scarcely possible to approach within 
tweuty yards of it. I found upon inqui- 
ry that the deceased had expired threc 
days ago, and the widow having deter- 
tninied to immolate herself on the pile of 
her late husband, and being ill at the 
time, it was necessary, in conformity 
with the rales prescribed by their religion, 
to defer the ceremony till her recovery. 
The unfortunate female was at this time 
concealed within a hut, near which lay 
ithe corpse,and no person could have ac- 
cess toher. The pile was soon erected 
on the banks of a neighboring canal; i 
consisted of four stakes driven into the 
ground, and covered with wood and oth- 
er combustibles. The wretched victim, 
i: the meanwhile,arrived, supporiel by 
ner nearest relations.

She was constant- 
ly supported in the arms ofa near rela- 
tive, whose presence was necessary to 
keep up her drooping spirits, and to 
prompt her to this horrid dceed.—She 
wasatlergth conducted to the water's 
edge, in order to perform some other reli- 
gious ceremony, in the meanwhile the de- 
ceased was laid on the pile, whither she 
herself proceded, and after having walk- 
ed, or rather having been carried around 
the pile several times, her strength having 
entirely failed her, the wag litted from the 
ground by her attendants, and placed by 
them within the arms of the deceased; 
in this situation she was speedily cover- 
ed with dhujjo (a kind of dried rush pre- 
pared for the occasion, until she was to- 
tally rocealed from our sight, she was 
indeed so completely involved in this, 
that she must have been nearly sufloca- 
ted by it. 

Not content, however with this precau- 
tion, herihuman sacrificers laid a heavy 
log of wood across the place that coverd 
her legs and were about to add several 
others according to their usual custom, 
but one of the gentlemen, very propcr- 
ly removed it, a circumstance which 
seemed to cause much displeasure to the 
spectators ofthe deed. They had also 
ropes in readiness but were prevented 
by us fromfusing them.—Wittout all these 
preventatives, every attempt to escape, 
on the part of the unhappy victim must 
have proved fruitless, loaded as the mis- 
erable creature was with combustibles, 
and confined by the stiffened members of 
a decaying and loathsome corpse.
